13th

Kuhner said he understood the 


Authority is favoring a 15th street 
Site. 


"What's being done (by the Au- 


thority) will defeat the whole bond 
issue in June—if it even comes 
up." Kuhner laid. 


Kuhner favored placing three 


sites on the ballot- the 15th street 
site favored by the Authority: the 
present county Courthouse site on 
10th, 
and any third site that might 


be proposed.

Brehm said, "We've appointed i

prime importance again.

Once again the question whether the great 


electric power potential of Niagara Falls shall be 
developed by a state agency or by private in- 
dustry is debated in Congress. A delay of more 
than five years has already occurred in taking 
advantage of the 1950 treaty with Canada that 
established water rights. The waste in benefits 
for the people incurred through this delay and 
waiting for the effectuation of policy now to be 
decided is costly and irrecoverable. This Congres- 
sional session should reach a decision, and the 
right one. 


It would be unthinkable for Congress to turn 


over development of Niagara, this monumental 
and unique possession of the people, to the ex- 
ploitation of a combine of private power com- 
panies.

dent. 


Cam is the member of the Sub- 


versives Activities Control Board 
who made a right-wing record as a 
Republican 
senator 
b u t 
has 


emerged as a courageous champion 
of the civil rights of federal em- 
ployes. 


He has revealed defects in the 


security system and gross injus- 
tices in its administration. Recent- 
ly he obtained the reinstatement of 
Sidney Hatkm, an Air Force civil- 
ian employe, with 14 months of 
back pay. 


Cain's terra expires in August. 


It has become apparent to him 
what observers long suspected, 
that he will not be reappointed. 
Such powerhouses as Brownell, Re- 
publican National Chairman Leon- 
ard W. Hall and Presidential Aide 
Sherman Adams complain be it 
••not a team player." 


Cain's written records show he 


has tried hard to consult. He has 
been ignored and sent to Coventry 
by Eisenhower officials. 


His orthodox 
attempts 
to go 


through channels in the manner 
Mr. Eisenhower 
prefers h a v e 


failed. Cain has delivered a speech 
to the Colorado Branch of the 
American Civil Liberties Union en- 
titled "The Unvarnished 
Truth."

previous Cain criticisms. He said 
he expected soon to be a private 
citizen and he would talk "as a 
free citizen who is unafraid of a 
person but frightened by what his 
government is doing to make other 
citizens afraid."

We hop e that all the fine dreams of the p eo­ 
p le of northwestern Nebraska in connection with 
current dev elop ment of old i t. Robinson are 
realized. In early June the 22,000 acres which 
constitute the fort grounds will be thrown op en 
to the p ublic—that is, a p ortion of the ground set 
ap art for p ark p urp oses and as a historic shrine. 
A staff has been p rep aring a museum and other 
workers hav e been making ready for this June 
op ening. Before the arriv al of fall and Us chill 
and cold, there is the ex p ectation that sev eral 
thousand v isitors tir the state and even larger 
number of Nebraskans will hav e p aid a visit to 
the historic old fort. 


★ 
We recall rather viv idly the imp ressions of 
our first v isit to old Ft. Robinson as a cub re­ 
p orter. 
There had been a sev ere late March 
blizzard which caught the herds of cattle of a 
famous old cattle country unp rotected. And the 
losses were unusually heav y . We remember one 
herd which had drifted with 
the storm in an up p er Valley 
until many head had p lunged 
into the waters, swift 
and 
deep , and drowned. It was 
that way all the way from a p oint some distance 
from Ft. Robinson until we 
reached central 
Wy oming. And the bodies of those cattle hauled 
from the water and left on the banks of the 
stream s were a reminder of the day s when first, 
Indian and cattle baron and later, cattle baron 
and settler fought for the land. We recall that 
on that same trip two railroad bridges were 
swep t away by flood water shortly after our 
train had p assed ov er them—flood waters con­ 
v erting normally p eaceful clear Sandhill creeks 
into raging torrents. 


★ 
In those day s troop s drawn from the regular 
arm y were stationed at Robinson. 
They gav e 
color to the old fort, contributed testimony to the 
fact that in the y ears In the early settlements, 
Robinson was the most imp ortant military p ost 
betw'een the Missouri Riv er and old Ft. Lara­ 
mie. 


★ 
Then there was the day when the late A. E. 
Sheldon, for many y ears sup erintendent of the 
Nebraska State Historical Society , told us of the 
dev elop ments which led up to a clash between 
Indians and soldiers. Dr. Sheldon had a great 
genius for making history come aliv e. He was 
a m aster at descrip tion. For 
an hour that fall afternoon we 
saw the last great tragic clash 
on Nebraska soil between the 
white man and the Indian. 
Rich as Ft. Robinson is in historic association, 
it offers the v isitor another great attraction. 
There is much of natural beauty to be enjoy ed. 
Four small clear streams p rov ide drainage for 
its tree-cov ered hills and green v alley s. 
There 
is a small lake—or p erhap s the better word is 
“ p ond.” And there the p ine grow and while the 
asp t.^ are not as numerous as they were, we 
trust there are some surv iv ors from the drought 
day s of the 30’s. There is the old p arade ground 
where men were called to attention and in the 
ailent surrounding hills lurk the rev eries awak­ 
ened by recollections of a new country —y oung, 
with arm s ex tended, seeming to say , “Come and 
take me for y our own.” We know there in time 
were buffalo, deer and antelop e—that the tiny 
streams were home to the beav er—and that na­ 
ture was good and generous. 
★ 
Tbit fight top reserv e Ft. Robinson, ending sue- 
cessfuUy as It did, could p rov ide a great deal 
of saUsfactisn to Americans. We trust there will 
be a Berer-ending stream of v isitors to the fort 
la the summer season of 1956 and in the y ears 
Miat follow the Uae of cars will grow in number.

WASHINGTON — Harry P. Cam 
has beamed a p oignant swan song 
directly at President Eisenhower 
in an attemp t to reach him over 
the heads of p olitical aides, in­ 
cluding .Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr., who hav e p rev ented 
his direct ap p roach to the Presi­ 
dent. 
Cam is the member of the Sub­ 
v ersiv es Activities Control Board 
who made a right-wing record as a 
Rep ublican 
senator 
b ut 
has 
emerged as a courageous champ ion 
of the civil rights of federal em­ 
p loy es. 
He has rev ealed defects in the 
security sy stem and gross injus­ 
tices in its administration. Recent­ 
ly he obtained the reinstatement of 
Sidney Hatkin, an Air Force civ il­ 
ian emp loy e, with 14 months of 
back p ay , 
Cain's term ex p ires in .August. 
It has become ap p arent to him 
what 
observ ers 
long 
susp ected, 
that he will not be reap p ointed. 
Such p owerhouses as Brownell, Re­ 
p ublican National Chairman Leon­ 
ard W. Hall and Presidential Aide 
Sherman .Adams comp lain he is 
“ not a team p lay er.” 
Cain’s written records show he 
has tried hard to consult. He has 
been ignored and sent to Coventry 
by Eisenhower officials. 
His orthodox 
attemp ts 
to 
go 
through channels in the manner 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
p refers h a v e 
failed. Cain has deliv ered a sp eech 
to the Colorado Branch of the 
American Civil Liberties Union en­ 
titled “ The Unv arnished Truth.” 
It is his hop e to force the Presi­ 
dent’s attention through his p ress 
conference. 
The sp eech is even p lainer than 
p rev ious Cain criticisms. He said 
he ex p ected soon to be a p riv ate 
citizen and he would talk “ as a 
free citizen who is unafraid of a 
p erson but frightened by what his 
gov ernment is doing to make other 
citizens afraid.” 
It is Cain’s thesis that the Presi­ 
dent does not get “ unp leasant” 
news. Many here will agree. This 
is alway s a p residential p roblem, 
affecting Mr. Eisenhower the more 
strongly because he is not a search­ 
ing reader, has no p assionate curi­ 
osity about men or affairs and 
sp ends his leisure with comp an­ 
ions chosen to give him comp lete 
mental relax ation. 
“ If the President i.s so burdened 
with the urgent as to find little 
time for the imp ortant,” Cain In- 
si.sted, “ it remains a lasting and 
p ressing obligation for those who 
surround the President to give ev ­ 
ery consideration to things imp or­ 
tant. Matters dealing with internal 
security and freedom are ev erlast­ 
ingly Imp ortant.” 
He ex p ressed 
the 
hop e 
that 
“ someone who has a facility for 
getting through to those adv isers” 
should be ap p ointed in his p lace. 
With a trace of asp erity , he sug­ 
gested that such a p erson might 
“ make the unp leasant facts of life 
more digestible to those in higher 
authority .” 
Cain calmly marked “ p oison” 
on a claim in the May issue of the 
Rep ublican p arty ’s official p ubli­ 
cation which said that since 1953 
there hav e been 3,700 security risks 
sep arated from the gov ernment 
and that « ,000 additional emp loy es 
hav e resigned. 
The p ress has joined p oliticians 
in p rotesting such claims.

W. W. Bu rr, d ean emeritu s of i 
the Univ ersity of Nebraska college 
<y agricu ltu re, was honored at a 
banqu et Frid ay night by the Ne- 
b r a s k a Hall of Agricu ltu ral 
Achiev ement as an “ou tstand ing 
e-archer, teacher, and ad min­ 
istrator.“ 
Dean Bu rr came to Nebraska 
from Ind iana grad u ating from the 
College oi Agricu ltu re in 1906. At 
that time he accepted a coopera­ 
tiv e position with the Univ ersity 
and the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re as an agronomist at the 
S i :h Platte Agricu ltu ral Ex peri­ 
ment Station.
